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JURORS’ FRES. 

The tariff of fees te be paid for services in 
connection with criminal and civil trials in 
the North-West as fixed by a late order in 
council are anything but satisfactory in seme 
particulars. No doubt the appeintees of the 
government—the crown prosecutors, sheriffs 
and clerks ef courte—are well looked after, 
and if they are not it is not a matter of much 
publie concern. The government which ap- 
pointed them may pay them as it pleases or 
as may be mutually agreed upen, without 
the public troubling itself about the matter. 
But the fees allowed the members of the pub- 
lic who are compelled to take part in crimi- 
nal cases as witnesses, jurers or intepreters, 
are so low as te either deter men from acting 
when they ean avoid doing so, or do them 
& «ross injustice when they are compelled to 
act. Of course it is not to be expected that 
witnesses or jurors shall make as fat a thing 
eut of their attendance aos officials of the 
court, but they are at least entitled to reasons 
able protection against actual loss er account- 
of their duties te the crown—or really the 
general public. A witness er juror is allowed 
10c a mile travelling expenses, when off the 
railroad. To show that this ig not sufticient, 
it is only necessary to mention that the same 
ordér-in-council allows léc a mile to sheriffs 
and coroners, under similar circumstances, 
while by rail all parties are allewed only the 
actual fare paid. If 15c a mile is approxima- 
tely the actual cost of travelling by road toa 
sheriff, 10c a mile must be below the approx- 
imate actual cost of such travelling toa juror 
or witness. There is nothing to show that it 
naturally costs morefor a sheriff to travel 
than for a witness, nor that he is entitled to 
more as being a person of more conseqence 
either regarding the trial or personally. 
Either the sheriff receives too mueh—which 
he does not—or the juror receives too httle—. 
which is the fact. As indemnity the juror or 
witness receives 31 a day, out of which, as 
far as the order-in-council shows, he must 
pay his board. Board is worth in the terri- 
tories from 75c to $2 a day, the ordinary 
hotel rate being $1.50 a day, which leaves 
the unfortunate witness or juror 60c a day 
out, besides his time. If board is paid, the 
juror or witness receives laborer’s wages, 
which it be is a tradesman or in any position 
other than a genticman of leisure means a 
loss to him. In the North-West witnesses fre. 
quently have to be brought long distances, 
aud a loss on a lon mileage and on time for 
many days is euch a serious affair that an or- 
dinary individual would often, for his ewn 
sake, rather hold his tongue about his know. 
ledge of the circumstances of a crime thar 
suffer such injustice to himself in order to 
have the criminal punished. Interpreters 
get $2a day tor the days actually engaged. 
Unless an interpreter is goed he is no geod, 
and if his services are not worth more than 
$2 a day they are not worth anything. Inter- 
Preters are not compelled to act as are witnes- 
ses Or jurors, If it is necessary to the due ad- 
ministration of justice that an interpreter 
should be employed, it is mn cessary that he 
should be able to interpret properly, and 
when sufficient induccment is net offered to 
secure the necessary ability the interests of 
justice must suffer in propertion. It may be 
argued that as the {ves paid witnesses, etc., 
Come pirtly froma their own pockets, and 
asthe services they render are aside from 
their ordinary avocations, and are to some 
extent to theuselves as members of society — 
that in fact, in attending court, they are 
working for themselves—they have no right 
to more than nominal compensation, and 
that there would be no advantage in increas- 
ing the amount. Itis true that estimating 
the population of Canada at five millions, 
each) witness does have to pay the five mil- 
lionth part of his own fees, that he does de- 
rive a fixe millionth part of the total benefit 


to the country arising from the trial of the 


case, and toat therefore he st.ould stand the 
Gve w-llionth part of the loss entailed upon

THR news appearing in last week's tele- 
grams that Sir John is about to retire from 
the leadership of the conservative party, to 
become governor-general, is something of a 
chestnut. I¢ has been repeated so often, 
without being denied once, that it is very 
likely to be true. That Blake is likely to re- 
tire from the leadership of the opp wition, 
however, is news indeed. Having been with 
with all his indecision, almest endorsed at 
the polls in the late election, with the strong 
probabil.ty ot complications tavorable to him 
arising at any time during the existence of 
the rewly elected parliament, it seems strange 
that he should, after waiting so long, have 
cnosen the present occasion for retiring from 
the honorable position he has so long occu- 
pied. There are no indications that his fol- 
lowers desire’a change of leaders, for although 
he has not heen successful and is not perfect, 
it is by no means apparent that any other 
meinber of the party could have done better 
or nearly as well. Whatever the cause, it is 
from within himself. It may be that he does 
not really intend to retire, and is merely fish- 
ing for a stronger endorsement as ivader, te 
give him renewed strength for a further 
struggle. It may be too that he intends to 
retire on account of ill health, or from diszust 
with Canadian politics, and with the unap- 
preciative Canadian public. But none of 
these reasons seem likely. What better en- 
dorsewent could an opposition leader want 
that to be returned in two constituencies, 
and to reduce the government majority by 
more than half. Although not strong phy- 
sically, he is in the prime of life, he is not 
broken down by dissipation or disease, and is 
in av good position to fight the contry's bat. 
tles as he ever was, It cannot be that he is 
disgusted with politics, for certainly they are 
no worse now than ever, and although he has 
not been made premier he is certainly, next 
to the premier, the most universaliy honored, 
respected and believed in of any of Canada’s 
politicians. It is not likely that such a man 
at such a time is going to crawl into his shell 
and stay there. It is more likely that he 
fully appreciates his weight in Canadian pub- 
lic life, that he has arrived ata stage at 
which he cannot be ignored, and that he is 
fitting himself to take the leadership of the 
coalition government that will probably have 
to be formed when Sir John steps up and 
out. Itia generally conceded that Sir John 
is the keystone of the conservative arch 
which upholds the present adininistration ; 
that when he is withdrawn the arch must 
full. There is no man in the party who would 
really be acceptable to the people of Canada 
as leader of the government. What is more 
natural than that the better elements of the

The people of 
Lethbridge and of Southern Alberts generally 
having by their votes, when the choice was 
offered them, endorsed monopoly instead of 
voting against it, the government cannot be 
blamed for reconsidering the determination 
at which they had apparently almost arrived 
of doing away with the ebnoxious provision, 
and deciding te continue it in full force. 
Why should the government quarrel with 
the C. P. KR. Ce. in erder to thrust benefits 
upon the people of Southern Alberta when 
they declare distinctly that they are well sa- 
tisfied without them. Already throughout 
Canada the result of the North-West elections 
is being proclaimed asa full endorsement of 
the government's policy, disallowance and 
all, and in the face of the facts what can Mr. 
Davis, or any other North-West mem- 
bers, do in the house to remove that gricv- 
ance. The first answer to his first move 
would be ‘‘The people have endorsed the po- 
licy or you weuld not be here; as long as they 
are satisfied you had better be.” Mr. Davis 
can’t, as an honvravle man, go back on the 
party which elected him, and whom, before 
he entered the contest, he pledged himself to 
support in all things. The vote of March 
15th has stuck railway monopoly firmly on 
the North-West for the life of the present 
parliament, and the men who worked so hard 
to elect the yoveri.ment candidates are to 
blame more than the government itself. 
They chose monopoly and it would be cruel 
to deprive them of it.

EDMONTON PRICES. 


The Winnipeg Commercial of a Jate issue 
devotes a page of editorial to.a condenmation 
of cutting prices,” and strange to say takes 
as its text an assertion regardiug Edimouton, 
Alberta, “that the trade of that place has 
been entirely ruined through a promiscuous 
System of cutting prices, engaged in by local 
dealers.” Whatever the object’ may 
have been the result would naturally be 
that in so far the article of the Commercial 
gains credence, the standing of the merchants 
of this place is lowered. Of course they are 
not likely to suffer any great material injury, 
for, in the tirst place, they buy chietly in 
Montreal, not in Winnipeg, in the next place 
they buy chiefly tor cash, and in the third 
puace they do not attempt to doa speculative 

business or “cut prices” as the Con:mercial 
takes for granted— they’re not built that way, , 
When the Ethiopian and the lespard have 
changed the hue of their respective cuticles, 
the Edmonton merchant will begin to “out 
prices,” not before. Of course prices are 
much lower than they ever were up to five 
years ayo, Up to that time the rate of freight 
from Winnipeg was 9¢ to 10c a pound, an out- 
fit could only be procured once a year, and 
only sn.all outfits were brought. At present 
freight through from Montreal averayes 4c a 
yvound, Montreal ian cheaper market than 
Vinnipey, wholesale prices are lower than 
formerly, stocks can be renewed at any time 
of year and as frequently as desired, and the 
country has developed 6o that larger outfits 
can be brought in. It would be strange in- 
deed if prices had not lowered here under 
these circumstances, and indeed they are now 
down to about Winnipeg prices of six yoars 
ago, but their having lowered is no evidence 
of their having been ruinously cut. The best 
way to Judge whether they have been cut or 
not is to Compare then: with those of other 
places, Calgary for instance. In ev ery re- 
spect Edmonton merchants are on an equal 
footing with those of Calgary, except that 
they have to pay from 2c to 3¢ a pound extra 
freight, If they get Calgary prices, with tne 
extra freight added, they are doing as well 
as the Calgary merchants ; and these are the 
tices that rule at Edmonton, In apology 
or not making higher prices it may be re- 
marked that if this was donc Edmonton 
would lose the trade, which would eo direct 
to Calgary. The Edmonton smerehaiuts have 
ho interest to serve in cutting prices. They 
are all Well established, are doing business on 
their own money and have plenty of it, and 
if there is one place in the country amore than 
another, where a good reliable article can 
always be secured at a pood robust—though 
not extortionate ice, that place is Kd. 
monton.
